Tinned Copper Sheets and Pipes. 



T hese Articles havtftg now acquired a reputation 
lufficient to eflablifh their utility , the Patentee pie- 
fumes that a brief enumeration of their properties, and 
ol the ufes to which they are applicable, wili he alf that 
can be necelfary to promote an extenhon of demand 
It is juitly objefted to the ufe of Copper tliat it is fub- 
jeft to a pernicious corrofion, and a rapid deca', in con- 
fequenceof that coiTcfion. Thele difadvantages a»e, by 
the nature of the coating with which tliefe Sfic-'is are d'h 
fended,- totally removed, and all the valuable properties 
of Copper preferved, without the pofibility of commu- 
nicating to water, any injurious quality whaiever 
Com pared with lead, they are ffronger in the pro| >or- 
tion of ten to one ; and if reduced to equal ftreno th, 
not lefs than 50 per cent, cheaper; exclufive of^the 
having of about go per cent, in carriage or freight. 
They will unite by the loldering iron with more eafe 
than that metal, and will not crack by excofure to the 
wca.thcr. 

They are infinitely more dudfile than tinned iron 
plates; about eight times larger, and not perifhable by 
ruff ; they may therefore lye wrought into utenfils with 
confiderable Id's labour, and difadvantage, independant 
of the value of the cuttings. 

PofTeffing thefe properties, it is prefumed that Build- 
ers, Plumbers, Copper-Smiths lirnum, Soap-BoUers, 
Dijlilkrs, Oil Merchants „Sugar Bakers, Dyers, Brexve'^s, 
and others, whll find them ajiplicable to many purpofes 
in their refpedive trades ; but they are more panicu- 
in forming coverings lor Roofs, Areas 
Gutters, Hips, Ridges, linings for Cifferns, and other 
fimilar \^’orks.
